Veterans of the Korean Con
flict are advised by Bessie
Slonecker, Veterans Service
Officer, that two bronze ser
ice medals have recently b
come available through al)
branches of the U. S. armed
forces.

These are the National De
fense Service Medal, awarded
for active duty anywhere be:
tween June 27, 1950, and July
27, 1954; and the Korean Serv.
ice Medal, awarded for service
in the Far East in connection
with the fighting in Korea. A
third medal, the United Na
tions Service Medal, awarrad
to those with duty in the Ko
rean combat area, has been

available for some time.

Veterans who wish to applv
for these and any other medaly
to which they may be entitled
may do so through their par.
ticular branch of service. Sim.
ply print your name, address,
rank and service serial number
on a card or letter asking f~.
